This con- 
stitutes the bulk of the motor truck 
movement and Is primarily tbe dis- 
tribution of goods within cities and 
their suburban areas. In Connecti- 
cut, 67,1 p«r cent; in Ohio, 04.2 ter 
cent, and in Pennsyh anla, 77.3 per 
cent of the net tonnage transported by 
motor truck is hauled less than SO 
miles. In pawnger transportation the 
principal function Is also mass trans- 
portation with! local areas. 


"The second class Supplements ex- 


isting rail and watei sen-Ice by ex- 
tension of freight and passenger serv- 
ice into areas not served by rail or 
water lines, substitutes motor vehicle 
service for rail operation of unprofit- 
able branch lines and provides a com- 
bined service in conjunction with rail- 
roada or boat lines or both. The pri- 
mary function of tbe motor vehicle In 
this Joint movement Is the movement 
of people or goods In the short haul. 


"The third class la tbe so-called 


long-haul transportation. This type 
of service Is not Important as t* quan- 
tity of movement nor would It appear 
to be economically sound. For motor 
trucks the volume of tonnage In the 
long haul cone Is comparatively small 
and decreasing In Importance. In Con- 
necticut 15.2 per cent. In Pennsylvania 
CJ9 per cent, and in Ohio 15.8 per cent 
of the net tonnage la hauled over 00 
miles." 


Dwrtor McKay Is In agreement with 


tbe general opinion of those who haw 
studied motor truck conditions that 
its principal function as part of a c»- 
rdated system of rail, water and high- 
way transportation seems to be Its de- 
velopment in the abort haul cone, with 
treat potential possibilities of volume 
service In terminal areas of dense 
population. 


"Since the haulage of goods and peo- 


pie can be generally safeguarded by 
regulatory legislation, it would seen." 
he adds, "that present rail or water 
lines should qualify as the responsible 
financial and experienced agencies of 
maw transportation of people and 
toods in this rapidly developing field 
of motor vehicle transportation."
